Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 71 3.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111. 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by . 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative described the invention and discussed 
rejected claims and cited prior art. The representative argued that the applied reference did not address all elements 
of the claim. For example, the prior art does not teach "detemining if the first name corresponds to a name entry in a 
names table" 

The Examiner indicated that the limitation is broadly claimed that reads on the teaching of Cotter's vocabulary 
dictionary - the user of ITIS would enter a term and the system would look up the entry term from the dictionary and 
display scientific synonyms for this term. 

The Applicant further argued that the applied prior art does not teach the limitation "... allowing taxa to be organized 
according to more* than one classification". The Examiner stated that Cotter does not teach it, but Pullan discloses a 
taxonomic model that capable of handling and comparing multiple classifications. 



The Applicant pointed out that an important distinction between his invention and the applied prior arts is that his 
invention is an information retrieval system (i.e., provide services to the public) whereas the ITIS system from Cotter 
represents biological knowledge for use by the government and it is not available for public use. The user of ITIS has 
to know and input authorized term in order to access ITIS. The Applicant further argued that the Cotter referernce is 
not a working reference (i.e., it is still underdevelopment p. 435). Additionally, the secondary reference, Pullan teaches 
against (pg. 10, first paragraph) the Cotter's invention. Hence, the combination of Cotter and Pullan would not have 
arrived at the claimed invention. 

After the interview, the Examiner reviewed the Cotter reference and found out that the users of the National Biological 
Information Infrastructure (NBII) (ITIS is a vital NBII component) are "anyone who manages, studies, produces, or uses 
biological resources. Typically, users come from both the PUBLIC and private sectors: scientists; planners; dicision 
makers in industry as well as federal, state, and local government agencies; international entities; TEACHES and 
STUDENTS, and other private citizens." Please clarify. 

The Examiner suggested that the claim be amended to incorporate the language that would highlight the novelty of the 
invention to differentiate the invention from the prior art. Examiner would consult with the Examiner from the Biology 
Department to ascertain that the applied reference are indeed not working as indicated by the Applicant. All in all, the 
interview was productive in advancing the prosecution.
